FOREST AND SIIAD19 TREI4S. 


The planting and cultivation of 


forest and shade trees adapted to the 
wil and climate oi Nevada ought to 
'» a remunerative business. It is 
perhaps nut generally known that by 
"An Act to JSuconnige the Growth 
•of .Forest Tree*," approved March 7, 
1873, the' Legislature provided fur 
the payment of a liberal bouuty for 
-the planting and cultivation of such 
trees. Ten dollars per acre is to be 
paid by the State for trees planted 
one rod apart aud cultivated and pro- 
reeled for three years, aud the bounty 
is to continue at Urn rate for twenU 
years, or during the cultivation of 
tlie trees. Ten dollars per mile is 
M!SO to be paid for each line ot trees 
planted cue rod apart along any jmb- 
iio highway, and cultivated aud pro- 
tected us above stated. The Act pro- 
-•ides that any person wishing to 
rtvail Liinstlf of the bounty clause 
nhalt, within tno years after the 
planting of such trees, lile in the 
Oounty Clerk's office, iu the couutv 
.'n whicli the trees are planted, aplat,

Bullion Decrented. 


LONDON, April 1. 


Tlie bullion deposit in the Bank of 


England decreased '£82.000 during 
the past week. The proportion of
